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Indictments possible 


CUFA fires 4 in payroll padding probe

Jean Conyers, executive director 
of Communities United For Action 
Inc. (CUFA), and three other high- 
ranking employees of that agency, 
were fired this week on charges of 
payroll padding The foursome 
allegedly netted an estimated 
$45,000. 

The suspensions, and the eventual 
Tiring of Mrs. Conyers, fiscal officer 
Henrietta Luckie, head bookkeeper 
Isaac Lewis and program planner 
Sheila Frederick, followed FBI 
agents seizure of fiscal records 
located at CUFA’s main office in 
Taylor. 

Deputy Director August Augustine 
was appointed as acting executive 
director. 

Associated Newspapers had in- 
vestigated CUFA, a non-profit 
government agency servicing the 
poor and disadvantaged, learning of 
widespread fiscal and program 
mismanagement within that 
agency. 

CUFA, which services the 42 out- 
Wayne County communities, in- 
cluding Inkster, Westland, Wayne, 
Canton Township and Romulus, has 


been in existence nearly 10 years. 
The agency is chartered to aid the 
poor in paying delinquent utility 
bills, weatherizing homes, family 
planning, and assisting in minor 
home repairs and homechore ser- 
vices for senior citizens, among 
other objectives 

During ANP’s 3-month in- 
vestigation, it learned that since the 
agency’s doors opened in 1972 
thousands of dollars each fiscal 
year, were “unaccounted for, ex- 
penditures questioned and federal 
funds co-mingled with state funds," 
to the point of rendering the agency 
“unauditable," according to in- 
dependent auditors of CUFA 

It also was learned that programs 
reported by CUFA officials to have 
aided persons in CUFA’s service 
areas over the past three years, 
.actually were not serviced, although 
the v money was reported to have 
been spent 

While FBI agents report that the 
four fired employees could face 
indictments by a federal grand jury 
in mid-February with a maximum 
fine of $10,000, a 5-year im- 
prisonment, or both, if found guilty 
of the payroll padding charges, 


some CUFA board members, 
however, believe CUFA’s problems 
are not confined to actions of those 
employees. 

“The hunk of money we originally 
thought they stole far exceeds 
$45,000, and it certainly is not con- 
fined to those four people,’’ one 
board member said 

CUFA board members told ANP 
that with the assistance from their 
monitoring agency, the State 
Bureau of Community Services 
(BCS), they learned of a $175,000 
subcontract made with the Wayne 
County Office on Aging’s Director 
Dante Divitto 

That contract, although frowned 
on by CUFA’s parent funding 
agency. Community Service Ad 
ministration (CSA), and made 
without board approval, provided 
for the hiring of Mrs. Conyers’ 
reported paramour. The Rev. Noel 
Hord, as the coordinator of CUFA’s 
ailing weatherization program. 

And although the board refused to 
hire Hord, who arrived from Terre 
Haute, Ind., along with Mrs 
Conyers in April 1979, Divitto agreed 
to his hiring. The hiring stipulated 
an increase in the coordinator’s 
salary. 


Board members said they have 
since learned that two employees in 
Weatherization have been receiving 
double compensation for their 
services, receiving, for instance, 
mileage allowances from both 
CUFA and the countv’s Office on 
Aging. 

Hord, who is on an “ad- 
ministrative leave of absence" and 
still receiving pay. was unavailable 
for comment, as were Mrs. Convers. 
Lewis. Luckie and Frederick. 

Divitto also refused comment 

In the meantime, many of the poor 
persons who had once looked to 
CUFA for assistance have given up 
hope for help. 

After contacting 10 persons of the 
Westland, Inkster and Romulus 
communities, who reportedly were 
serviced by CUFA’s Weatherization 
program many months ago, ANP in 
that random survey learned that 
none of those persons have actually 
been serviced 

And another 10 persons who were 
promised utility bill assistance last 
year, are still without assistance. 

According to community center 
supervisors, who spoke off-the- 
record. even with BCS intervention 


last Friday in the utility assistance 
programs, services are slow 
“Our papers were so done’ piled 
up that we didn’t know which way to 
look It is such a mess that, child, we 
just keep taking applications and 
keep promising people like we is told 
to." said one supervisor. 

Because of suspected wrongdoings 
in the utility assistance programs. 
BCS has involved itself in the 
processing of applications, at least 
temporarily. 

BCS officials, however, are 
looking to CSA officials to per 
manentlv mend CUFA’s miserably 
managed programs and financial 
affairs But CSA officials aren’t so 
sure CUFA issalvagable 
“We've been bothered for years 
over delinquent audits, and 
questioned expenditures," said Otis 
Mitchell, branch chief of OSA's 
regional office. “But unless we re 
sitting in their laps at CUFA. we just 
don’t know what they’re doing ." 

CSA’s Region V includes the 
monitoring of 30 Michigan com- 
munity action agencies and .“>() in 
Wisconsin, with eight field 
representatives responsible for 
those duties. 


Mitchell said CSA is “con- 
sidering" closing down CUFA. but 
the decision will not simply be based 
on recent allegations of 
wrongdoings, but the agency’s 
overall history of performance. 

“And if we did decide to close it 
down, which I 'm not going to say we 
are. but if we do decide to do that, it 
will take at least six months for 
public hearings and other proper 
channels to follow. Mitchell said 

While Mitchell assumed “some" 
of the blame for CUFA’s poor 
operating conditions, he said 
primarily should rest with the CUFA 
Board ol Directors chairman. 
William McGill, who's assumed that 
role during two administrations. He 
also blamed board memlnrs for 
failing to muster up enough board 
members to convene their monthly 
board sessions with a quorum 
present 

“Anybody who’s been around for 
these last years had to be blind not to 
see there were problems." Mitchell 
said. “But quite honestly we thought 
we were on the road to success when 
we saw the hiring of Mrs Conyers." 

“That apparently was a very big 
mistake very big. " 


Requested by Rush 

Detroit Diesel declines 
to provide city cars 


Detroit Diesel Allison has turned 
down a request by a Romulus 
councilman that it furnished the city 
government with five automobiles. 

The answer to a Dec. 22 letter 
from Councilman Ed Rush was 
contained in a response from Robert 
F. Brueck, manager, community 
and government relations, for 
Detroit Diesel. 

Brueck’s letter, in part, read: "AH 
General Motors products are sold 
through independent dealers, 
franchised by the corporation. As 
part of those license agreements, 
GM does not compete in retail 
market place against those dealers 
by either selling or leasing direc- 
tly/’ 

Rush told the Roman: "I regret 


that Detroit Diesel is unable to 
provide at lease one courtesy car for 
the mayor. I realize they are good 
taxpayers, and I’m glad Romulus 
has them.” 

Rush said he had made the request 
to Detroit Diesel because he had not 
wanted to overlook any opportunity 
to help the city. 

“I personally feel that it would be 
an excellent goodwill gesture, if 
General Motors would furnish cars 
to the governments of every com- 
munity in which they are located," 
the councilman explained. 

Brueck, in his letter, said that 
Rush, as a newly-elected council 
member, may not be aware of the 
commitment to Romulus by his 
company. 


“Detroit Diesel Allison chose to 
expand its operations in Romulus 
rather than moving to another area 
or state because we liked the 
community. 

“Detroit Diesel Allison’s Romulus 
taxes in 1979 amounted to nearly $1.5 
million, five times the amount paid 
‘just five years ago." 

His letter stated that City Council 
action in 1975 made it possible for 
Detroit Diesel to expand since then 
and to plan future expansion. The 
council voted to grant a tax 
abatement to GM plant at the time. 

As evidence of GM’s interest in the 
community, Brueck’s letter said 
Detroit Diesel will pay half of the 
cost, $95,000, for construction of a 
new' 12-inch city water main to the 
Hannan and Ecorse roads area. He 
added that many of the 200 em- 
ployees who w'ork in the plant live in 
the city, and are active in its civic 
affairs. 

The letter concluded that Detroit 
Diesel had contributed financially to 
such causes as the fire department, 
Kiwanis Club, Jaycees and the high 
school. 

Although let down by the turn- 
down, Rush commented: “I felt I 
had to make the effort in the best 
interests of the city in view' of our 
present cash shortage."

County delays action 
on First Step shelter 


First Step got some good news and 
bad news recently that has left it in a 
holding* pattern regarding attempts 
to open a shelter for battered wives. 

The out-Wayne County program 
for victims of domestic violence, 
based in Westland, has been trying 
to gain permission to renovate an 
unused ward in N building on the 
grounds of Wayne County General 
Hospital — Eloise for the shelter. 

And the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners gave the proposal a 
positive recommendation at its 
meeting recently. 

However, the final decision is in 
the hands of the Board of In- 
stitutions, which governs the 
hospital grounds and use And that 


committee last week told First Step 
director Debbie Benjamin that the 
ward already has been promised to 
someone else 

“They told us that the health 
department had been granted that 
space last summer," Ms. Benjamin 
explained “However, the health 
department hasn’t made any moves 
to renovate or use the space at all. 
They (the Board of Institutions) will 
be looking into it to see what the 
health department plans to do, and 
we ll be contacting them, too." 

First Step can’t get permission to 
move in until, and unless, the health 
department abandons its plans, 
despite the positive recom- 
mendation from the County Board of 
Commissioners. 


“The Board of Institutions 
referred us to look at another 
buildihg on the hospital grounds," 
Ms. Benjamin added. “We looked at 
iL but came to the conclusion that it 
wouldn’t meet our needs. “ 

That leaves First Step “on hold" 
in its search for a place where the 
victims of domestic violence can 
stay, with their families, for short- 
term shelter 

In the meantime, First Step 
continues to offer crisis phone 
counselling 24 hours a day at 595- 
1111, as well as individual and group 
counselling at the office, located in 
the Dorsey Community Center, on 
Dorsey Road just east of Venoy in 
Westland.

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Opposition grows over proposal 
to revise state's Juvenile Code 


A bill pending in the Michigan 
House of Representatives has been 
sharply criticized for stripping 
parents of their rights, while leaving 
them with all the responsibilities for 
their children 

State Rep Connie Binsfeld <R- 
Maple City>. author of an alternate 
juvenile code revision bill, said 
legislation sponsored by Democrat 
Mark Clodfelter of Flint ( HB 4774) 
could result in more child abuse and 
serious juvenile crime and would 
take away most of the rights of 
parents to custody and control of 
their children 

The cost of the Clodfelter hill is 


excessive and will not make better 
juvenile services possible. Mrs 
Binsfeld also charged 

“Do we want greatly increased 
(axes lor a plan that won't make 
society safer, will seriously un- 
dermine the structure of the family 
and could result in more abuse?” 
Mrs Binsfeld asked “Because tht is 
precisely what the citizens of this 
state will get if the Clodfelter bill is 
passed 

In a series of examples, Mrs 
Binsfeld said the Clodfelter bill 
would make it more difficult to bring 
violent juveniles to justice; would

permit young children to determine 
where and with whom they will live; 
could force many battered and 
neglected children to return un- 
protected to dangerous homes; and 
would cost $7 million in Wayne 
County alone the first year, and $<i 
million in successive years to un 
plement. with proportionate costs in 
every other county in the state 

“This bill is a devastating attack 
on Michigan families and citizens,” 
Mrs Binsfeld said “At a time when 
serious juvenile crime is on the 
rampage, the of abused and 
neglected children, more children 
may lx* abused, and more children 
may die as a result.” 

Mrs Binsfeld said that despite 
broad bi-partisan support for her 
bill, and opposition to the Clodfelter 
bill from such groups as the 
Prosecuting Attorneys, committees 
ol the Michigan Bar Association, the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners. the Juvenile Justice 
Association of Michigan and the 
Michigan Council on Children and 
Youth, Clodfelter, chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee, con- 
tinues to refuse to schedule public 
hearings on her bill 

It 's an arrogant approach, and I 
would urge everyone to support my 
efforts to have the Clodfelter bill 


reassigned to the Social Services 
Committee immediately,” Mrs 
Binsfeld said “I believe with my 
whole heart that the family should 
be strengthened, not weakened, and 
that our safeguards should be ex- 
panded. not reduced, for those who 
are least able to protect themselves 
and for those, our children, to whom 
society owes special protection.” 

Mrs Binsfeld said the Clodfelter 
bill is scheduled for legislative 
action w ithin the next few' weeks, so 
immediate action is necessary 

If you don't want this bill passed, 
please contact your legislator im 
mediately and tell him or her to vote 
against it. I have been very pleased 
that there is growing grass roots 
opposition to the Clodfelter bill and 
some people are circulating 
petitions to stop it I would en- 
courage anyone, or any group, to 
start a petition drive I would be 
happy to help you see such petitions 
reach the right people.”

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County Chairman Turner 

calls for unity on board 


In his first formal address since 
elected on Jan. 3. the new chairman 
of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has called for more 
unity among board members and 
more sympathetic posture in 
Lansing towards county financial 
problems. 

Board Chairman Samuel A 
Turner stressed these points in a 
State of the County message, 
delivered to the Board Jan 17. 
Turner said the county can gain in 
1980 only through “cooperation and 
cohesion’* and lose only through 
“dissension and disorder." 

During the current year, under his 
leadership, he promised “purposeful 
progress and hard work to make 
19B0a "turn-around" year in Wayne 
County affairs. 

In his speech Turner reiterated a 
request made in 1977 for permission 


to increase certain fees the county 
charges for some public services, 
such as marriage license costs, 
reproduction of real estate records, 
etc He said that authorization to 
raise these and other charges would 
produce an additional $17 million 
for the financially beleaguered 
county, but that the Towns and 
Counties Committee in the 
legislature has not released the 
appropriate legislation for con- 
sideration by the entire legislature. 

In addition, Turner claimed 
county rights to $20 million per year 
from the State for cost of probation 


services and hospital care of in- 
digents. He said that these are the 
“proper responsibility" of the state, 
but are costing the county $5 to $6 
million annually for probation and 
$14 to $16 million each year for 
medical care. 

“These two items are clearly the 
responsibility of the state, and we 
seek not a handout, nor a special 
subsidy, we seek justice." Turner 
said 

Turner noted that cost of 
probation services have been paid 
by the state for nearly every other

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From a vanishing culture 

Wax cylinders preserve Indian chants and songs

At first there was only a scrat- 
ching sound. Then, filling a recor- 
ding studio as it must have filled an 
Indian lodge years ago, came the 
sound of Raincloud of the Chippewa 
tribe chanting a dream song. Rising 
and falling rhythmically, over- 
powering the defects of the recor- 
ding made more than a half century 
ago, the words of the sacred song 


came to life once more. 

To capture such songs, Frances 
Densmore, a musician and teacher, 
has tramped through the wilds of 
northern Minnesota in the early 
1900s, recording on wax cylinders, 
the most effective device then 
available to researchers studying 
the rapidly vanishing culture of 
native American tribes. 

As a child in the 1870s, Densmore 
had listened to the enchanting songs 


and sounds from a Sioux Indian 
camp across the Mississippi River 
from her home in Red Wing, Minn. 
Like others interested in preserving 
tribal customs, she later became 
determined to record songs and 
chants of the oldest Indian singers, 
whose tribes had roamed the plains 
and prairies before wars with the 
white explorers and settlers doomed 
them to humiliation or extinction. 

Densmore eventually recorded 
and described in special 


publications more than 3,000 songs 
of 30 tributes, from the Minnesota 
Chippewa in 1907 to the Florida 
Seminole in 1954. 

Her recordings and those by other 
researchers now are being tran- 
sferred to modern high-quality 
magnetic tape in a 3-year project 
underway at the Library of 
Congress’ American Folklife 
Center. The Smithsonian’s Thomas 
Vennum is director of the project, 


which involves more than 3,500 wax 
cylinder recordings of American 
Indian music and legends recorded 
from 1889 to 1930. 

“Along with the major concern of 
preservation,” Vennum said, “the 
project is intended to provide 
native Americans with information 
about their past. There is an in- 
creasing desire among tribal 
peoples to recover old documents 
and revive cultural traditions. Many 
have their own tribal museums and 


want early recordings to be part of 
their collections ” 

Saved, for example, are recor- 
dings of Winnebago flute melodies, 
Navaho ceremonial songs and songs 
of the Sioux sundance — all of which 
help both scholars and native 
Americans reconstruct life the way 
it was for the great tribes 
To record the Indian traditions, 
Densmore purchased an Edison 
Home Phonograph in 1907 with a

Three out of four Lutherans “do 
not believe that Jesus told jokes,” 
according to a book, “A Study in 
Generations,” based on interviews 
with 5,000 Lutherans between the 
ages of 15 and 65. 

Lutherans in the U.S., the study 
revealed, ‘‘emphasize the divinity of 
Jesus almost to the exclusion of his 
humanity.” Jokes and laughter are 
not associated in the Christian mind 
with divinity. 

But it isn’t only Lutherans who 
frown on levity in church. There is 
the story of a mother whose small 
son kept turning around in church 
and grinning at everyone. 

Finally, she jerked the boy by the 
sleeve and admonished him. “Stop 
that grinning,” she said. ‘‘You’re in 
church.” She gave him a spanking 
that made him cry. 

“That’s better,” she said. 

There are only three passages in 
the Bible where God is pictured as 
laughing. And in all three instances 
it is a laugh of derision — not a 
happy laugh. 

There are no references to smiling 
or laughter in the New Testament 
except to protest against it. Luke 


warns, “Alas for you who laugh, you 
shall weep and mourn.” James 
advises. “Turn your laughter into 
mourning and your gaiety into 
gloom.” 

Are Lutherans right that Jesus 
didn’t tell jokes? 

It depends on which Bible scholar 
you listen to 

Elton Trueblood, author of “The 
Humor of Christ,” pictures Jesus as 
keeping his listeners in stitches 
whenever he told the story of the 
Pharisees who had a habit of being 
over-pai .icular about unimportant 
things but overlooking the things 
that matter. 

They strain what they drink, said 
Jesus, so they won’t swallow a gnat 
but they will eat a camel and not 
even notice. 

To an Oriental, suggests 
Trueblood, this could be “wildly 
funny” as he imagines “the camel’s 
long hairy neck sliding down the 
throat of the Pharisee — all that 
loose-hung anatomy, the hump, the 
legs ...” 

But another theologian, Dr. 
William Hamilton, isn’t laughing. 
“Jesus used irony, yes — 


exaggeration, yes.” says Hamilton. 
“But when a preacher tries to make 
me laugh with the < to him) wildly 
funny business about the gnat and 
the camel, I sit speechless with 
incomprehension.” 

Whether Jesus told jokes or not. 
most of the artistic representations 
of him reveal a solemn face or show 
only the faintest smile. 

“You never see him displaying his 
teeth in a jovial grin,” notes one 
critic of religious art. 

The taboos against laughter in 
church go back to earliest Christian 
times. Many early Christians in the 
Greek and Latin church had had 
pagan upbringings that made them 
naturally light-hearted and the 
Church Fathers had to educate them 
in the seriousness of Christian 
behavior. 

Chrysostom told the people of 
Constantinople and Antioch, “We 
are not assembled together to burst 
into peals of laughter but to weep for 
our sins.” 

Those who would like to see more 
humor in church are not unaware of 
the dangers it would pose. 

They grant that the sacred and 


serious must have priority and that 
humor should not be a caricature or 
treat matters of ultimate con- 
sequences as trivia. 

“Humor should be an interlude, a 
periodic suspension of seriousness.” 
says M Conrad Hyers. author of 
“Holy Laughter” 

“Seriousness alone is stultifying, 
it intensifies anxiety,” says Hyers, 
who finds a certain therapy in 
laughter 

“Sin is to be taken seriously but 
not too seriously,” he says. “In 
laughter as well as in repentence, 
sin is purged, guilt is relieved and 
shame is taken away.” 

Hyers is not alone in finding 
therapeutic power in laughter. 

Norman Cousins, in his new book, 
“Anatomy of An Illness,” tells how 
he used laughter to help overcome a 
serious illness which had made 
doctors despair of his recovery. 

If laughter is healing to soul and 
body, it probably has a place in 
religion 

What was that joke again about 
the farmer’s daughter, Reverend?

Wax cylinders preserve Indian chants and songs 


i ( oiitiniicd from Page A-6 ) 

$150 grant from the Bureau of 
American Ethnology, established by 
Xhe Smithsonian Institution in 1879 
Specifically to document disap- 
pearing aspects of Indian culture. 

The wax cylinders she used came 
on the market in 1889, invented by 
Thomas A. Edison, who believed 
them superior to disc recordings. In 
the field, a researcher toted a small 
horn for recording, a large horn for 

K ayback, the phonograph itself and 
e boxes of cylinders. Even though 
{he equipment was heavy and bulky, 
there was less paraphernalia in- 
volved in recording on wax than on 
cfiscs. 

Wax cylinders, made in 4-inch and 
6 -inch lengths, could accommodate 
an average of 4 minutes worth of 
music. Most of them were black or 
various shades of brown. A cylin- 
der’s shape resembled nothing so 
much as a modern frozen orange 


juice container with both ends 
removed. 

Despite their fragility and 
primitive nature, cylinders had 
certain advantages They could be 
played back immediately for 
comments from the singers, and the 
recordings could be erased with a 
shaving machine. No compensation 
was necessary for inner groove 
distortion, as with discs, since a 
cylinder s grooves were all of equal 
distance from the stylus arm 

In a Library of Congress recording 
studio, Erika Brady, a doctoral 
candidate in folklore working at the 
library, tapes the music from the 
cylinders, simultaneously adding on 
a second track an explanation of her 
procedure step by step: “This 
cylinder is being played at 67 feet 
per minute, which is »120 revolutions 
per minute ... The stylus size is 10 
mil with a hemispheric tip . .. Having 
a little tracking problem here ...” 


“This commentary is made so that 
anyone listening to the tapes can 
have an explicit idea of how it was 
recorded,’’ Brady said She also 
describes the physical condition of 
the cylinder she is working with. “In 
recording onto the preservation 
tapes. I filter out only as much of the 
scratchy sound as necessary to 
make the recording intelligible.” 

Some of the scratchy overtone is 
caused by cylinder deterioration. 
The cylinders — made of a soaplike 
substance containing paraffin, 
stearic acid and softeners, such as 
olive oil or castor oil — are very 
brittle and fragile because of age, 
Brady said Although they are 
wrapped in cotton and stored in 
cardboard tubes, many have been 
scratched or broken, mice have 
gnawed the edges or mold has 
formed All of this points to the 
urgency of getting the songs onto 
tape: The cylinders themselves 


can’t be preserved indefinitely. 

Specialized equipmnt used for 
cylinder playback was developed 
years ago by the library’s recording 
expert, Robert Cameal. 

“Remarkably, some of the early 
field researchers used very good 
equipment,” he said. “Our equip- 
ment uses parts of the original 
devices, but we’ve added a modified 
stylus and an anti-flutter wheel to 
keep the driving belt at a constant 
speed.” 

Listening to the songs, most 
persons can identify through the 
static the insistent rhythm of the 
chants or pick out the drums and 
rattles, the usual accompaniment to 
the Indian songs. But it takes a 
trained ear to identify the tribe and 
type of song. 

Vennum and Folklife Center staff 
members Maria LaVigna and 
Ronald Walcott sort through the 
cylinders and gather information 


about each one. Vennum said the 
challenge of providing accurate and 
complete documentation is as im- 
portant as getting a good recording. 

“We feel a big responsibility to 
include as much about the songs as 
possible — the date, singer, song, 
text, English translation, recorder’s 
name and anything else we know 
about the contents.” 

“Most of the cylinders are fairly 
well documented, but some of the 
labels have fallen off the storage 
boxes, making the identification 
task even more of a challenge. There 
probably will be lots we’ll never 
uncover in our research, but then 
again, we also may hear someone 
say, ’Hey, that’s my grandfather.*” 

In one case, projects researchers 
rediscovered certain sacred songs 
which were thought by their tribe to 
be lost forever. By circulating 
among scholars a master tape of 
unidentified music, Vennum hopes 


to recover additional song texts, 
identify song genres and generate 
more documentation from areas 
where field workers are studying 
particular tribes 

Vennum, LaVigna and Walcott are 
trying to organize the remaining 
cylinders, which after World War II 
were divided among various 
agencies. Today, the Library of 
Congress have the largest number, 
but some are stored at the 
Smithsonian, the National Archives 
and other organizations. 

“Our copies of these early 
recordings, the commentaries and 
documentation won’t be on the ‘Top 
10 ’ list for the general public.” 
Vennum noted, “but they will be 
available to both scholars and native 
Americans who want to know more 
about traditional songs that went out 
of use a generation or two ago. We 
think these songs are worth the 
effort.”

Samuel A. Turner, new chairman 
of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has announced his 
appointments to the board’s five 
standing committees.

(Continued from Page A-5) 
county in the state for several years 
and emphasized that “I believe the 
state should pay for this service in 
Wayne County also.” 

A Detroit attorney and chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
for the past three years.

“I reject the Governor’s 
ultimatum,” Turner insisted. “He

jeopardizing local criminal justice 
systems. 

He claimed further injustice 
because Wayne County taxpayers 
are financing about $16 million of the 
approximate $20 million state-wide 
cost of social welfare programs, he 
said. 

Regarding probation services, 
Turner said after his address that 
these are not provided for this fiscal 
year in the general budget, and that 
the courts would be “hard pressed” 
to fund from their own budgets. 

“We have our backs against the 
wall,” he said. 

Also, Turner explained, without 
probation services the courts will be 
forced to send many more offenders 
to prison and likely to cause over- 
crowding. 

He said that state officials 
recognize this possibility, and ac- 
cordingly, the state “ought to do the 
right thing. You cannot compromise 
on what is rieht.”

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Mobile home owners in the state of Michigan are finally getting 
some help in their long battle to improve living conditions in their 
parks. 

For more than 10 years, the Canton Eagle and the other five 
weeklies of Associated Newspapers have written stories detailing 
the problems and plight of mobile home owners. The Canton 
Eagle, however, has taken the lead in the battle during the past 
decade, first with a series of stories as early as 1969 and then 
again last year. 

It was the series of stories in last year’s Canton Eagle — 
depicting the problems of the mobile home tenants with their 
homes and the lack of response by park owners — that led State 
Rep. Thomas H. Brown (D-37th District) to author a bill to 
regulate the park owners. 

The bill — HB No. 5247 — provides for a mobile home code, a 
model mobile home park rent structure and the licensing, con- 
struction, operation and management of mobile home parks. In 
addition, the proposed law would “provide for local mobile home 
park councils; provide for the titling of mobile homes; prescribe 
the powers and duties of certain agencies and departments; 
provide remedies and penalties, repeal certain acts and parts of 
acts, and provide for the expiration of the act.” 

Vincent Petitpren, who served as State Representative for the 
37th district before Brown, also deserves a lot of credit for the 
proposed mobile home park bill. 

Brown is to be highly commended for his new bill, which was co- 
sponsored by many state representatives. He feels that help on 
the state level is long overdue for mobile home owners. 

“Many times local governments regarded mobile home parks 
as private property and felt they could not enter without the 
owner’s permission,” Brown said. “However, State Police tell me 
they regard mobile parks as public property and treat it as such 
in carrying out law enforcement.” 

Brown also contended that local and county officials were 
reluctant to enforce certain ordinances “because there was no 
state law to cover the situation.” 

“It is the intent of my bill to delineate certain areas and 
responsibilities to help protect mobile home owners and let them 
know exactly where they stand,” Brown explained. 

Brown s uiii uoca a good job of protecting mobile home tenants 
who, for the most part, have been at the mercy of park owners as 
long as mobile homes have been in existence. 

Basically, the law would do five things for mibole home owners, 
according to Brown. 

It would insure proper leases; institute certain rules and 
regulations; cover rent-setting and increases; outline services to 
mobile home parks by local governments and detail the rights of 
mobile home owners. 

We agree with every concept of the bill, except the part dealing 
with rent control. We believe firmly in the free enterprise system 
and are convinced that rent controls would stifle business and 
eventually hurt more than it would help. 

Rent controls would stop many mobile park owners, who have 
planned to build new parks, from constructing new sites. 

We support and endorse Brown’s new bill and encourage him, 
local community leaders and mobile home owners in their efforts 
toachieve better conditions in their parks. This is, and always has 
been, what Associated Newspapers has fought for., 

Every Mobile Park owner^ must define what services are 
available and what costs will be for which designated items. 
However, we feel the principle of supply and demand is the best 
way to go and that rent controls are to be avoided. 

We hope that segment of the bill — rent controls — will be 
stricken from an otherwise long overdue remedy. Likewise, we’re 
happy our newspapers had a part, along with many other people, 
in helping mobile home tenants enjoy a better way of life.

Only home sometimes 



Near the end of my U.S. campaign in 1978, 
someone asked my youngest daughter. Erica, 
how she felt about her father’s run for office. She 
responded unhappily, ”He used to come home 
sometimes.” 

Here l was on the verge of upsetting a two- 
term incumbent and former minority whip of the 
Senate to take a seat in the most prestigious 
legislative body in the land. I was succeeding 
against Robert P. Griffin where two of the most 
popular politicians in Michigan history, G. 
Mennen “Soapy” Williams and Frank Kelley, 
had failed. I was going to win 

But that did not mean much to a 10-year old. 
She rightfully wanted to see more of her father. 

I am in public service to give my time and 
energy to the public good Any public servant 
must be willing to make personal sacrifices. 

I also owe my family the affection a parent 
should give. We all do. 

What is happening to the family in our society 
concerns me a great deal. It has been taking 
place in part because of changing social values 
and in part becuase of government action and 
inaction. 

Without intending, government often has 
disruped family life We help pafc the cost of 
keeping the elderly in institutions while we 
refuse to assist families who care for the aged at 
home. We encourage neighborhood destruction 
by promoting urban sprawl. We encourage 


divorce and separation with ill-conceived and 
badly administered welfare programs, 
discriminatory tax policies and poorly designed 
sections of Social Security and the Medicare and 
Medicaid programs. 

We have contributed enourmous expenditures 
for children in foster care homes, and we have 
provided minimal assistance for counseling and 
rehabilitation to families experiencing 
problems. If we were giving enough assistance to 
family counseling and rehabilitation, we might 
not have to spend nearly so much on children in 
foster care homes The children would be able to 
slay with their families. 

We have allowed, meanwhile, television 
violence to warp the sensibilities of our children 
Advertisements that distort reality are a normal 
form of persuasion. We have allowed our cities to 
deteriorate, our suburbs to become plastic and 
our rural areas to sink into poverty. 

And we wonder why things aren’t like they 
were in the good old days. 

Last year, I won approval of one measure that 
I hope will help The Senate accepted my 
adoption subsidy amendment, which would give 
subsidies to families who adopt hard-to-place 
children. The subsidies would not exceed the cost 
of foster care and ultimately should save federal 
money. 

Government must stop being an unwitting 
accomplice in these crimes against family and

community, but that is not the only answ r er to our 
problems As individuals, we must find ways to 
restore a sense of family and community. We 
must try to spend as much time w ith out families 
as we do with our business. 

How we spend the time with our families is as

Dakota to sponsor a resolution giving President 
Carter the authority to declare Thanksgiving 
week as National Family Week The resolution 
would make National Family Week an annual 
event.

Collection legislation introduced

State regulation of collection agencies would 
be tightened under a bill I sponsored The bill 
was passed unanimously by the House and is 
currently in committee in the Senate. 

Michigan has for several years had a law 
which gives the Department of Licensing and 
Regulation authority to license and regulate 
collection agencies, including the supervision 
and enforcement of collection practices. The 
object was to give consumers Sis much protection 
as possible against unfair harassment or 
unethical and deceptive collection practices 
However, experience has shown that there are a 
number ol areas in which those protections cpuld 
be strengthened. 

For instance, existing law prohibits the use ol 
deceptive or misleading communications with a 
debtor, such as threats of actions the collection 
agency cannot legally carry, out, publishing a 
public list of debtors; employing an unlicensed 
person to collect claims; and harassment of the 

debtor. . „ ..... 

The bill would add to the list of prohibited 
practices calling a person before 8:00 a m. or 
after 9:00 p m.; causing a telephone to ring 
continuously; engaging a person in telephone 
conversations repeatedly, continuously, at 
unusual times or in places inconvenient to the 


person, such as at work; communicating with a 
person about a debt by postcard; soliciting a 
postdated check to threaten or start court action 
on criminal charges, and depositing or 
threatening to deposit a postdated check before 
the date on the check. 

The bill would require a collection agency, 
within five days of its first contact with a debtor, 
to provide the person with a written notice 
stating the amount of the debt, the name of the 
creditor to whom the debt is owed, and the date 
of the notice. 

If the consumer disputed the debt or the 
amount of the debt, the collection agency would 
have to stop trying to collect the money until it 
had verified the debt and the amount and mailed 
the debtor a copy of the verification 

An agency could not advise an employer of a 
person’s indebtedness, although it could provide 
the information if the employer asked for it. 

Any money collected by an agency for a 
creditor would have to be deposited in an account 
within two banking days after it was received, 
which would be an additional safeguard for 
persons and businesses that use collection 
agencies. 

Another important feature of the bill would 
require the state licensing of persons who 


repossess goods, which would work to prevent 
unethical or misleading practices by 
repossessors. 

Under the bill, outstate-based collection 
agencies which do business in Michigan would 
have to have an office in Michigan, bringing 
them under state regulation. 

The bill further spells out information a 
collection agency would be required by law to 
keep as a permanent record The records would 
be audited by the Department of Licensing and 
Regulation. 

The present law' exempts those whose 
collection activities are limited to a business 
other than a collection agency, such as banks or 
other financial institutions who collect their own 
accounts. While the bill would not change this 
exemption, it would make such parties subject to 
prosecution if they used unlawful collection 
practices. 

Many of the requirements of the bill are 
already followed by ethical collection agencies. 
However, there have heen many consumer 
complaints and it would be best to strengthen the 
law for the benefit of all 

Although some may feel the bill is too strict, it 
is actually no more strict than current federal 
law.

Although it is not unusual for a person in his sixties to become impotent, it would fall 
within the category of sexual dysfunction. Sometimes, as people get older they give up 
their right to satisfy any sexual relationships. There are numerous reasons for this but it 
is generally not necessary' and the reasons are not based in solid reality. 

There are specialists in the area of sexual dysfunction, however, I am going to suggest 
you try a more customary route first. Since your family doctor has ruled out physical 
disability and suggest psychological problems ( I agree in view of his behavior toward 
other women and reluctance to touch you) it seems that marriage counseling might be 
the most appropriate place to start. Most qualified marital therapists can deal with 
sexual problems as w ell as problems in communication. If at first your husband won t go 
w ith you, go alone. A tremendous amount can sometimes be accomplished with just one 
partner.

An architect said that he had installed 
five wood-burning stoves in his hillside 
home, and he had cut his heating bills from 
$200 to $34, plus the warmth was 
remarkable compared to gas heat which 
kept his family cold all winter. 

The warmth of those wood-burning 
stoves 

There is no better place in which to get 
dressed on a cold, snowy morning, than 
behind a big pot-bellied stove. One stands 
there with the warmth radiating from the 
stove and reflected by the wall, watching 
the snow' swirling outside the windows and 
listening to the w'ind howling around the 
corners of the house, and the warmth 
seeps right through to every corner of the 
heart.

One afternoon my sister and I took our 
sled over to the hill and joined the other 
sledders as they streaked down the icy 
slope, the sled gaining momentum until 
the sledder was carried halfway down 
mainstreet It was spine-tingling ex- 
citement. especially for a ten-year-old 
whose experience w'ith a sled had been 
minimal. 

All afternoon we streaked down that hill, 
and as the dusk began to settle, the sled- 
ders, one by one. left for home There was 
a strange excitement in me and even 
though my little sister begged to go home. 

I had to have that one last streak down the 
hill 

“I’m not going up.” she sobbed through 


her stiffened lips. “I’m going home.” 

I promised and 
turning trudged Up to the top. 1 was almost 
alone, but that wild sense of elation carried 
me in spite of my frozen toes, my frozen 
fingers, and my frost-nipped cheeks. 

Looking dow r n from the crest I could see

Strange, said the caller, "that something so newsworthy 
should slip past the local newspaper without any comment at all. " 
The caller w f as from Romulus. He wondered aloud w'hy we had 
missed the important story about Johnny Long, the former 
Romulus High all-state eager who went on to fame and success at 
University of Detroit and with the Detroit Pistons. 

Long was honored as "Piston of the Year" by the March of 
Dimes, joining the coveted ranks of such greats as M. L. Carr, last 
year s award recipient, and Bob Lanier w ? ho has been honored as 
such in the past. 

"I got to admit," the caller continued, "you don’t miss much. 
But, somewhere along the line of communications, something must 
have gone wrong." 

Nope, just didn’t have the space, my friend, a chronic malaise in 
these parts in January. 

But, indeed, if anyone deserves the honor as "Piston of the Year" 
— Johnny Long does. 

Born in 1956, he was a second round draft pick by the Pistons in 
1978 and many scoffed then head coach, Dick Vitale, for picking his 
former player from U of D. 

Long has proven his and Vitale’s critics w r rong 
Starting out his college career as a forward at U-of-D, Long was 
switched to a pro guard. He has appeared in all 82 Piston games, 
starting 60 of those times. He scored in double figures 72 times, 
second only to last year’s March of Dimes player of the year. Carr 
Carr made it into double figures 75 times as a Piston a year ago. 
Long is also one of four Pistons who had more than 100 steals to 
give credence to the fact that he can be tough on defense. 

Before doning a Piston jersey, Long set a U of D record when he 
reached 20 points or more 26 times as a Titan. He’s deadly at the 
foul line where he has a .826 percent accuracy. 

Another landmark goal was reached this week by one of our 
veteran cage coaches without much fanfare. 

And we should give due notice to the occurrence. 

Fred Thomann, who is in his eighth year as Plymouth Salem’s 
cage coach, passed the 200-victory mark last week, "and didn’t 
even know it," says staffer Jim Bradley. 

"I asked him how many games he won over the years," Bradley 
said, "and Fred said he didn’t know and said he would check back 
with me." 

The result: on January 15, 1980, Thomann posted his 200th win, a 
victory over Redford Union. Subsequently his Rocks went on to 
beat Trenton and Livonia Bentley. 

With six straight Suburban 8 Conference basketball cham- 
pionships behind him and on the verge of wrapping up his seventh 
title at Salem, Thomann has proved that in basketball defense is as 
precious as the metal, "gold". 

And in an era where the gunner and the runner reigns supreme, 
Thomann has kept the envisionaries of the sport on the edge of their 
seats w'ith his philosophy that defense and not offense wins games. 

Fred should be careful — they might call him before the rulers of 
the court and try him for heresy.

Plymouth Canton, the pre-season

Even when she was just a little girl — at family 
reunions, for instance — she would gather all the little 
kids and conduct games and other entertainment. And 
we used to kiddingly say, “Carol and her kin- 
dergarten.” She’s a natural!! 


EVER WONDER where the term ice cream “sun- 
dae” had its birth”? Well, its terminology dates way 
back to the 1880’s when Massachusetts passed a statute 
forbidding the Sunday sale of “exhilarating 
beverages” (including sodas! ). Loath to lose business, 
one stubborn store owner began selling soda-less 
‘soda”. He ingeniously added other delectable 
ingredients to compensate . . . and the popular 
variations were known as “sundaes” because that’s 
the day they were sold! 

And here’s a bit more about the “all-American” 
favorite — . About 10 years earlier, American children 
listened for the “hokey pokey man”, meaning the 
street vendor who sold what they called “hokey 
pokey”, or ice cream. Americans of all ages have 
always doted on this treat . . . even George Washington 
who had his own “cream machine” and Dolly Madison 
whose “pink ice cream centerpieces” at White House 
dinners were the talk of the land. 

The confection, though, is far older than the country 
— for “water ices” were invented by the CHINESE 
some 3,000 years ago. One of the most popular 


treasures brought back by Marco Polo was the recipe! 

American ingenuity did, however, come up with 
"embellishments” — often out of necessity! Like the 
time the ice cream vendor at the 1904 St. Louis World’s 
Fair ran out of dishes. . he swiftly twisted pastry into 
“cones”! Ice cream sodas were already popular and 
they, in turn, led to that seventh-day invention — the 
ice cream sundae! 


When we get together as a family (and it’s too 
seldom anymore) we six adults often talk about 
hypothetical situations, the subjects usually stemming 
from whatever we’re discussing at the time. 

And if, perchance, you’re having a party and the 
conversation suddenly is dieing a slow death, throw in 
one of the following questions and see how things liven 
up!

% 

I envelope plain gelatin 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
>4 cup sugar 
few grains salt 
n 4 cup hot water 

1 can crushed pineapple (8 oz.) (undrained) 

** cup whipping cream 

2 bananas 

one-third cup chopped walnuts 
Soften gelatin in lemon juice. Dissolve gelatin, sugar 
and salt in hot water. Blend in crushed pineapple and 
cool to consistency of unbeaten egg white. Fold in 
whipped cream, sliced banana and walnuts. Turn into 
molds and chill until firm. A bit of red food coloring 
may be added to the mixture when folding in whipping 
cream if you’d like to stay with the Valentine colors. If 
not you might garnish your dessert or salad with spiced 
crabapples or spiced apple rings.

Composed of thirty- 
two paintings by 
American artists and 
dating from the 1840’s to 
the 1940’s, the exhibit

As straightforward as 
that theme might seem, 
it is notew orthy that this 
is the first major 
exhibition devoted 
exclusi- Ay to the theme 
of labor in art, ac- 
cording to Robert 
Kothe, the Curator of 
Industrial History at the 
Detroit Historical 
Museum. 

The show presents a 
balanced representation 


of farming, heavy in- 
dustry, women’s and 
childrens work, skilled 
crafts and regionally 
specialized labor such 
as logging and fishing. 
And some, notably 
Robert Koehler’s “The 
Strike” (1886), suggest 
the setting and social 
context of working 
Americans. 

The paintings are 
assembled from twenty 
public and private 
collections, including 
the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the 
Pennsylvania Academy 
of Fine Art, the Whitney 
Museum of American 
Art, and the Hirshhorn 
Museum and Sculpture 
Garden Among the 
artists included are 
Robert Street, William 
Hahn, Charles E. Weir, 


Charles Curran, Moses 
Soyer, Philip Evergo* d, 
Jacob Lawrence, John
